Greg speaks some more: “FEB 23 also brought a $6 al! alone on 780, likely Radio Coro, Venezuela, 
if past experience serves. And surprisingly, 1120 was a weak SS station alJ alone without KMOX. 
Couldn't gure this out with all the CKTY slop - must have been something good as { have never 
heard SS of that frequency before! Strange night - Sounded auraral, but yet some stations to the 
NE, like Montreal, CFLP 1000, CHTN 720, etc. were blasting in, s¢ who knows? MARCH 2nd was 
an excellent auroral night, strong enough to knock all the northerners out, but not to strong to keep 
everything out, Was an amazing domestic aight, with perhaps the pinnacle being WYNK-1380- 
LA. Plenty of SS where it is not often heard (2 of them on 690, 830, 1130 after GA sign off, ete.), but 1 
couldn’t pull out IDs on any of them. Hope people did well that night! (i have heard Venezuela 
and Puerto Rico on 1120, there is also a SS Florida station there too - fis) 


QUERIES AND ANSWERS 

Though not directly resolving Rick Dau's question about Radio Taino frequencies, the following 
are selected observations as personally monitored here. Note that I was the first to hear this station. 
from nearly the first day of broadcast. 1180 continues to come in local level daytime here, with 
much EE programing mixed in. 

11/5/85: Iwas the first to hear/discover Taino as a result of a Radio Havana Cuba news item, 
announcing the opening of the station for tourists. Sked was announced as 1200-2300 GMT on 
1160, as this was promptly confirmed. 6/18/88: began announcing 760, 1040, 1160 (but 760 
unheard). 7/27/88: 830/1040/ 1160 now in use and all three heard for the first time in parallel, 
1988-1989: R Moscow World Service regularly appears on 1040. 10/15/89: 1100 noted for the 
first time, alone. 3/24/90: 1040/ 1100/1160 noted all in parallel. 3/27/90: TV Marti begins 
broadcasting from a balloon over Saddlebunch Key. 4/22/90: 1180 first appears, but initially only 
jn use when TV Martf is on, switching back to 1160 other times. Soon after, 1180 becomes more 
regular. 4/7/92: 830/ 1100 heard by Krueger and Crawford relaying RHC in English this night, 
while 1180 continued with Taino. 2/27/95: 1180 continues as the regular Tafno frequency, but 
1100 is occasionally reported still active in parallel as well. 

Tafno 1180 remains local level daytime here with much EE programming. I QSLed R. Tafno 
several years ago, and presume they'll stil) reply. Most of the Taino announcers are actually the 
RHC SS and EE staffers. The name Tafno is derived from the native (related to Arawakan) peoples 
that lived in Cuba and Hispaniola. Does anyone out there have a complete beting of the Taino FM 
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freqiencies? I've never fully copies the irregular Spanish cart, which gives four or five-ish channels.

which case the circuit "died," the I am gposure why). The RF blank time 

is given by the equation T(RF) = 157 x 10” x R13 microseconds. For the 
330 K ohms I used, T(AF) © 51,8 microseconds, This is a bit longer than the 
33 microseconds used in the RB NARROW ygise blanker mode. The audio delay 
time T(D) is given by T(D) = 143 x 10°"* x R5 microseconds. with 1.5 Meg 
ohms used, T(D) = 214.5 microseconds. The audio blank time T(AUD) is given 
by T(AUD) = 2,2 x R6 x C7 seconds. With 100 K ohms and 3300 pF, T(AUD) » 
726 picroseconds. These delay and audio blank times are about what are used 
in the R8, 


The noise blanker was built on a 4 1/2 by 4 41/16 inch PC board which 
vas mounted on four metal standoffs tapped for 6-32 screws, between the 6790 
IF board and the rear panel, SMR connectors were used at the input and output 
to preserve the appearance of the 6790, and onal) pins and connectors were 
used to make the audio connections and +15 vDC connection. To make the +15 VDC 
connection, La was removed from the 6790 IF board, and a small PC board adapter 
was oade which contained L4, and a pin for +15 VDC, and waich mounted in the 
holes vacated by L4. After CBS was removed, small pins were mounted in the 
vacated 6790 PC board holes (for quick connect and disconnect of the noise 
blanker). The mini-coax from the output of the 2nd mixer board to the Inout 
of the IP board was re-routed to the vicinity of the four standoffs, which 
required the 6790 power supply subchassis to be moved (but not removed). And 
en appropriate Length of mini-coax with right angle SMB connectors was fabricated 
to conenct the output of the noise bianker to the input of the IF PC board. 
A rectanguler metel plate on the 6790 rear panel was removed, and another 
metal plate fabricated and used to mount a miniature toggle switch on che 
rear panel for turning the noise blanker on and off. The original 6790 metal 
plate was saved in case I decide to restore the 6790 to original. Wath this 
approach, the noise blanker can be removed in about 30 seconds without any 
onsoldering. 


The 25 K ohm pot is a threshold adjustment, and as set to 25 K for the 
6790. The attenuator (Rl snd R2) was not needed, so the two resistors RI 
were omitted, and R2 was merely @ solid vire jumper. The broadband matchiog 
Cransformer T is an Anidon FT-50-75 with 31 turns and 5 turns of #26 enameled 
copper wire, close wound, with the 5 turns at the center of the 31 turns. 

The ULN3846A was socketed. 


Te is believed that a similar circuit can be used to provide noise blankers 
for many top-of-the-line DX receivers, such as the R-390A, 51J-4, end NRD-525, 


Testing of the circuit is not complete, but preliminary results are very 
encouraging, As yet, I have not experienced any episodes of bad pulse type 
noise which occasionally occur at my location, so it has not been possible to 
give che noise blaoker a thorough testing. However, the noise blanker has 
been ound effective agaiast fluorescent lights (when I turn them on and can 
find the noise at sporadic frequencies on my noise reducing vertical antenna) 
and against the usual pops end clicks at lower frequencies. Fluorescent Light 
noise {6 not completely eliminated, but on weak AM signals it is greatly reduced. 
The Allegro data sheet wentions Chat the 3845A and 3846A chips are also effective 
against ignition noise ond light dimmers. I have not tried the noise blanker 
on either of these two types of noise.
